
 
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT                     
WEDNESDAY, JUNE 2, 1999 - 0530 MDT                      
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL II 
 
 
 
CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Moderate initial attack fire activity was reported in the Southwest, 
Southern, and Southern California Areas with minor activity reported 
elsewhere.  Large fire activity continued in the Southern and Eastern 
Areas, while large fires in the Great Basin and Southwest Areas were 
contained with the aid of cooler weather. Mobilization of resources 
through the National Interagency Coordination Center was moderate, 
including small cargo transport, radio equipment and miscellaneous 
overhead.  Very high or extreme fire indices were reported in New Mexico, 
Arizona, and Georgia.  
 
 
SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 
FRIENDLY, Osceola National Forest.  A Type I Incident Management Team 
(Melton) is assigned.  Burnout operations are continuing in the northwest 
and southwest areas of the fire south of Florida Highway 2.  The fire is 
within 7 to 8 miles of Highway 441 near the community of Benton, Florida, 
and 8 miles from Council, Georgia.  Helicopters and air tankers continued 
to provide air support. Firefighter efforts are concentrated on keeping 
the fire within Okefenokee swamp.  Contingency plans are being developed 
for Council, Georgia and Deep Creek, Florida.  
 
BROOKEN CREEK, Florida State.  This lightning caused fire is located in 
Pinellas County.  High winds have hampered containment.

BLUE GARDEN, Ely Field Office, BLM.  A Type II Incident Management Team 
(Vorce) is assigned.  This fire is burning in black brush, pinyon and 
juniper on the edge of the Clover Mountains Wilderness Study Area, 35 
miles south of Caliente, NV.  Good progress was made on line construction 
yesterday.  Minimal smokes and only one torching event were observed 
during the burn period.

OUTLOOK:  
 
*** A FIRE WEATHER WATCH IS POSTED THIS AFTERNOON FOR ALL OF NEW MEXICO 
FOR STRONG WINDS AND LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITIES*** 
 
New Mexico will be partly cloudy with a chance of afternoon showers or 
thunderstorms in the western mountains and in the north.  Winds will be 
south to southwest at 15 to 30 MPH with gusts to 40.  High temperatures in 
the mountains and northern part of the state will be in the mid 60's to 
the lower 80's, with mid 80's to mid 90's elsewhere.  
 
Arizona will be mostly cloudy, windy and much cooler.  Scattered to 
numerous showers and thunderstorms are expected, with brief heavy rain 
possible.  Winds will be south to southwest at 20 to 30 MPH with gusts to 
near 40 MPH along the New Mexico border.  Temperatures will range from the 
upper 50's to the mid 60's in the mountains and mid 70's to the upper 80's 
elsewhere.  
 
West Texas will be partly cloudy with a slight chance of afternoon 
thunderstorms.  Winds will be southeast to southwest at 10 to 20 MPH.  
High temperatures will be in the mid 80's to 90's with the Rio Grande 
region reaching 110.  
 
Nevada will be mostly cloudy with a chance of showers and thunderstorms, 



which will be scattered to numerous in the southern part of the state.  
Highs statewide will be in the 60's and 70's.  Winds will be southwest to 
west at 15 to 30 MPH.  
 
California will be mostly cloudy on the coast and the northern part of the 
state.  Showers, drizzle and afternoon thunderstorms are possible over the 
interior.  Snow level will be 6,000 to 8,000 feet.  Winds will be 
southwest to northwest, 15 to 30 MPH.  High temperatures will be in the 
50's and 60's in the mountains and along the coast.  The rest of the state 
will be in the 60's to lower 70's, while in the desert areas it will be in 
the mid 80's.  
 
Florida will be partly cloudy with scattered showers and thunderstorms.  
Winds will be east to southeast at 5 to 15 MPH.  High temperatures will 
range from 80 to 90.  
 
Minnesota will be partly cloudy.  Winds will be variable at 5 to 10 MPH.  
High temperatures will be in the mid 60's to mid 70's for most of the 
state, except for the Lake Superior area which will see highs in the lower 
to mid 50's.
